"beUdetl In tbe gray matter of hla bralu. 
At OIK-U he lost the capaci y for think- 
ing about wtuit he saw. 


Though his sight was sharp enough, 


he could not leto^nlne the most fiimil- 
iar object*, IIH friends, UIs children, 
his wife, appeared merely as colored 
spots, yet otherwise his mind was 
clear, and the moment nuy of them 
spoke be knew them at ou< e, lie could 
not tell by eyesight liow many lingers 
were held up before bis face, but by 
touch be cou'd count them ns well as 
ever.

To spenk paradoxically, 'hp most itr.

Few Injuries, therefore, are more 


distressing to the victim or to hit 
friends than are those which affect tlla

ditory area. Au apoplectic stroke at 
this point often purnlyzo nn entire 
half of the body and renders the vic- 
tim dumb for the remainder of his 
days. 


It sometimes happens, b merer, that 


the plugged or ruptured blood vessel 
Injures jnst the right bit of brain tis- 
sue to cut off the power of speech aad 
do nothing else. The pat ent can use 
his mouth and throat ns before—for 
everything except talking Sometimes 
if the Injury does not extend to the 
center from the hand be can commu- 
nicate in writing.

language or even repent correctly any- 
thl*£ said In his presence. Sometimes 
the npbaslc can ;isc word* of one syl- 
lable.

than four or fi^e • Sometimes he'loses 
bis stock of proper names or it may 
be all his nouns.

ually at a loss to find the appropriate 
v>ord. 
It Is all u question of ttie pre- 


cise point where the smashup hap- 
pened to occur and the exteat of the 
destruction. 
In all cases what is lost 


or curtailed Is the ability to think 
about spoken words. 


It seems strange that when one Is 


dining he innervates tlie muscles of 
the tongue and lips and throat from 
the sides of the brain like other paired 
organs, but when be turns to ispenk to 
the waiter he controls the very same 
muscles from the left Bide of his brain 
only.

SCALP WOUNDS. 


Various Results That May Coma Witt 


a Bump on the Head. 


A bump on the bend is one of thi 


commonest of accidents, but the skir 
which co\ers the cranium Is tougli 
and is protected by the Imlr of the 
scalp, BO It Is comparatively rare that 
the blow results In anything more se- 
rious than n bruise. 
This Is fortu- 


nate, for an open wound of tho scalp 
Is a rather ditHcult affair to manage 
nt times, and Its complications and 
sequels are likely occasionally to give 
more or less trouble. 


A severe bruise, such ns mty be 


caused by striking the hend wlt'h con- 
siderable force n gut nst a blunt pro- 
jection, say the rounded edge of n ta- 
ble, usually results in more or less bog- 
gy swelling, due to the effusion 
of 


serum or blood u nil in* the scalp. 
Or- 


dinarily this gives no trouble, except 
thnt it may bo quite tender for n few 
days. 
The effused serum or blood Is 


sooner or later absorbed, and the bump 
becomes a thing of the past, 


In some cnses the fluid becomes full 


of pus owins to the Inflammation of 
the bruised tissues. 
This kind of a 


wound must be opened and the mat- 
ter washed out, otherwise It may bur- 
row quite n distance along the skull 
and possibly result In the destruction 
of some of the bone. 


An ordinary bruise of the scalp does 


not call for much attention. 
If the 


swelling Is considerable the sculp find 
lialr should be thoroughly washed, and 
(hen a lotion should be applied of boric 
acid dissolved in cologne water or n 
wash of witch hazel. 
If the hair ts 


very thin it had bettor be cut short 
over the bruise, s6 that the lotion can 
more readily reneh the part if the suf- 
ferer is a boy, but if a girl the lo- 
tion will have to reach the spot us 
best It can. 
The bnir need not be 


cut unless it Is really a en so serious 
enough to call for the offices of a sur- 
geon. 


When the scalp is cut ot torn tho 


mailer Is more gi'dve, both In its pr.es- 
cut state and Its possible consequences, 
and had better be left to the doctor 
to treat. A blow hard enough to tcrir 
the sculp may have been of sufficient 
force to crack the skull, nnd even If 
the bone is Intnet—and the fracture 
mny occur In another part of the skull 
from that struck through the opera- 
tion of what surgeons call controcoup 
or n "counterblow'*— tho scalp 
may 


become Inflamed and slough away, 
leaving the bone denuded, so that It 
muy lose its \ f t a l l t y nnU give rise to 
trouble culling for surgical Interfer- 
ence, or !t may become the sent of fin 
erysipelas. 
.\ t any rate, tbe wound 


will need wawhing and possibly a few 
stitches to bring the cut edges togeth- 
er.—Youth's Companion.

as the law directs* has long since passed 
into a proverb, When yon meet a vehicle 
coming in an opposite direction you go to 
the right of it, in whioh respect we dif- 
fer fiom the English, as they paaa to the 
left. 
ID passing a vehicle from behind, 


the rule is to pass it to tbe lefts. 
These 


are simple rules, whioh, if observed, save 
people from accident. 
[ am cf the opin- 


ion ttiat those roles are equally enforcuble 
ae to pedestrians, horsemen, drivers or 
bicycle riders, and that, though the oir- 
cumstances most determine each case, 
the rights of tbe bicycle rider are the 
same as those of the driver of a nagon 
whether Ught or heavy; that there is no 
law for the driver of a wagon whioh is not 
equally applicable to a rider of a bicycle, 
and the law as a rule, varied, of course by 
the exigencies of the particular case ia 
that the man to the right has tbe right of 
way.

ed the leotuie, "The Advanced System of 
Operating Eastern Farms," givan by John 
T. Myers, of Moylan, yesterday, and from 
the expressions they made it was evident 
that Mr. Myers* remark* hit ,a few of 
them. In brief hie message was this: 
"Stop feeding all jour crops to cattle and 
carting it back to the fields as manure. 
, 


Specialize in raising potatoes, wheat and 
hay and sell your crops for naah." That, 
be said, is the only thing wbicb will be 
the salvation of the eastern farmers, who 
' 


by their present methods, he added, are 
keeping tbe mortgages on their farms, 
working themselves to death and driving ; 
their children to tbe crowded cities to 
work for small salaries. "You can't feed 
high priced crops to cattle and not be in 
debt" he~aaid. "IE yon stop following 
this grand>dad system of farming in pat- 
ting your crops back on the fields in man 
ure and quit raising cattle }ou will not 
have to pay from $5,000 to $10,000 for 
erecting- barns and 
you will save the 


price ot tbe land in not naving to main- 
tain fences." He urged the farmers to 
plow deeper—ten 
inches— to cultivate 


constantly BO that they will bring the 
moisture to tbe surface an-i to use the 
proper methods of getting fertility. 
This 


method he explained as follows: 
After 


yon take off your first; crop of hay plow 
the second crop under; then a SB "organ- 
ic" fertilizer and finally "commercial" 
aa it is needed. 
His lecture was listened

Almost all fish have cannibal pro- 


pensities, so that tho young of their 
own species prove nn irresistible bait 
for tbe older and larger members. This 
is specially true of trout, and many 
an angler has known of cases where a 
small flsh booked hns been seized be- 
fore it could be brought to laud by a 
larger oue of the same variety.—Fly. 


Deaf Elephants. 


Solitary elephant*-, not necessarily 


"rogues," may be met with iu nil jun- 
gle country frequented by elephants, 
declares Harry Storey, the author of 
"Hunting aud Shootiug 111 Ceylon." A 
"solitary," he says, Is rather fond ot 
taking up its icsldence in the neigh- 
borhood of a village and helping Itself 
contentedly to the villagers' produce. 


Elephants ill Ceyluu have iu general 


acquired a contempt for the presence 
of the ordinary villager and will walk 
through a fence ns soon as look at it 
and help themselves to growlug crops 
lu spite of the watchers' presence, 
shouts or even firing of guns. A good 
deal of this indifference Is due to tho 
fact that there are many deaf ele- 
phants to be found all over the coun- 
try, more than people Imagine, aud 
such animals are quite Indifferent to 
any amount of noise. Let an elephant, 
however, once become aware that he 
Is being hunted, and he becomes as 
warj' aud alert as possible. 


I once heard of au elephant that was 


making havoc among the cattlemen In 
the great swamp of Diwulani aud had 
been "proclaimed" for destruction. 
I 


made n forced march by night lu faint 
moonlight, In course of which I walk- 
ed slap Into au elephant lu a dark, 
swampy hollow, and 1 don't know 
which of us was the more startled, 1 
or the elephant. Anyhow he made rec- 
ord time for tbe jungle, and 1 sat 
down to let my nerves recover a bit. 
Undoubtedly that was a deaf elephant.

A Study That Stira the Imagination 


and Wonder of Man. 


"Purhaps the greatest era in tbo his- 


tory of geology," says a writer In the 
London Times, "wns that In which the 
cataclysmic conception of terrestrial 
changes gnro place to a belief that 
such changes had, In large part at 
least, been gradual and continuous and 
produced by the slow operation ot 
causes still In activity In all parts of 
the globe. Tho cataclysmic conception 
Jiiul Its original source no doubt la the 
Biblical narrative of the deluge and In 
the extent to which the highly figura- 
tive language of that narrative had 
been Impressed upon the mlnde of, 
many generations of men. It would 
naturnby be supported by tie phenom- 
ena of earthquakes and ef volcanic 
eruptions, phenomena visibly and even 
startHngly productive of great local 
changes and seeming to afford at least 
possible or conceivable explanations 
of all other changes which bud preced- 
ed them. 


"It gradually came to be perceived 


that these great and startling events 
were really Insignificant Ixtlb, lu their 
character and lu their extent when 
they 
were 
compared 
with 
those 


wrought by tho simple Influence ot 
weather, by the splintering of rock 
surfaces by the freeing of water wltti- 
lu crevices, by tbo dcnudiitlon occa- 
sioned by rainfall and to be noted by 
those who are observant, in tbo tur- 
bldlly of every streamlet after 
a 


shower, by tho gradual conveyance of 
tivcr mud to the bed, of the ocean and 
by the alterations cf Hud and water 
shown by fossil remains to have oc- 
curred, not once only, but frequently, In 
many purls of the globe. The fascina- 
tion exercised by the pursuit of thus 
1 racing back tbc lines of nature's handi- 
work lias been strongly felt b^.many 
of tbo proa tost- Intellects ot tie cen- 
tury, and hence It has follow id that 
geology has been studied with an ar- 
dor which, In spite of tho compara- 
tive newness of (ho pursuit, hts al- 
ready placed It In the front ranks ot 
contemporary science. 


"Those who are Insensible to Its 


fascinations or who are tgnort.ut ot 
tho truths which it has revcalei! havn 
often been disposed to deny or dispute 
its utility and to think tint the time 
devoted to it might havt be^u i*ctter 
employed. 
It might be sufficient to 


say that geology fumish<« tho knowl- 
edge which Is essential t< the econom- 
ical and successful extrictlon ot the 
mineral treasures of the earth, of the 
coal and Iron which have done so 
much to create and foster the pros- 
perity of England or, as Professor W. 
J. Sol Ins of Oxford put It iu his ad- 
dress, that it has conducted water to 
our thirsty cities, has poured the gold 
of Africa Into the lap ot commerce 
and found diamonds to adorn the fair. 


"But these tilings, he declared, were 


subordinate to the endeavors of the 
society to foster right thinking on the 
mysterious problems presented by the 
planet on which we dwell, and In this 
great conception of its work he will 
command the assent of all who recog- 
nize what bus IMMMI In past time the 
effort of right thinking upon human 
litslory and 
Its Inllucuce In raU-Ing 


mankind to the level which Its moi.t 
civilized representatives have now at- 
tained and from which they look for- 
ward to still further advances. 
The 


votaries of Fcloneo have seldom been 
stimulated by more tililltarlaulmli; but, 
as n matter ot fact, utility has follow- 
ed In their footsteps wherever tbcso 
have be<u directed."

In France In 1870, 


The thrilling mltenture which befell 


Captain Ilaworlli, one of Queen Vic- 
toria's messengers, vlvklly illustrates 
the perils of tlie diplomatic service 
when a member of that corps is 
traversing n country where the storm 
nnd stress of war Is rasing. 


It ivcs during the Franco-German 


wnr, and C'liptnin Haworth wns on his 
way home charged with dispatches 
from the "English ambassador, then at 
Tours. lie got n? far as the town of 
Le Mans, when something suggested 
to the excited townsfolk the Idea that 
he was a Prussian spy. 


lie was arrested, carried before the 


Juge dc pnlx and required to give an 
account of ulmsolf. lie explained that 
he was In tlie feel-vice of the British 
government and produced his creden- 
tials. He was then asked to show the 
contents of the little bag which, ns he 
affirmed, 
contained his 
official dls- 


pntclies. 
This he absolutely refused 


to do, (hough he showed them the gov- 
ernment label and seal. 


His refusal was thought suspicious, 


and he was plainly told that unless he 
could produce some more satisfactory 
evidence he must be prepared to die. 
The unlucky messenger wns actually 
lod away for execution und was saved 
only by some little glimmering of com- 
mon sense in the captain of the guard 
ho was committed to. 


This officer remonstrated with his 


prisoner on the folly of refusing to 
satisfy the court by submitting his pa- 
pers to their Inspection. Captain Ila- 
worth told him that their bullets should 
go through that bng and his breast nt 
the same time and thnt then they 
would have to reckon with the British 
government. The officer seemed to be 
impressed nud sent him back to the 
authorities. 
After further parley the 


Englishman was ordered to clear out 
of the town with all speed, an order 
which he did his best to comply with. 


How Kingfishers Perish. 


Dreadful Is the death of the stately 


kingfisher. A hard winter is his cer- 
tain doom. Long observation seems to 
Indicate the birds do not migrate, and 
from baring to enter the water tor , 
their prey in winter their dripping feet 
quickly become Incased in ice. As in 
hard weather It Is only possible for 
them to Ulght either on snow of ice or 
in water, it Is easy to see how the Ice 
around their feot would quickly accu- 
mulate and bring about a lingering 
death.—London Globe.
